Legislature Gearing Up 
For Busy, Busy Season 


October is here again. The children have gone 
back to school, summer vacations have long 
ceased, and the weeks since Labor Day have 
marked the transition from summer relaxation to 
the beginning of new projects. 

My District and Boston offices are ready to 
move forward on initiatives, filing and re-filing 
bills, blazing new paths yet mindful of the need to 
close the old ones. My very capable staff and | are 
prepared for the days ahead—to do what we do 
best ... assisting constituents and taking on new 
challenges for better public policy. 

One of the most exciting activities which we 
will pursue this fall in the legislature, will be a 
series of public hearings before the new Senate 
Committee on Science and Technology. The 
topics covered will be Educational and Training 
and Technology; Telecommunications; Biotech 
and Biohealth; Defense Conversion; and 
Transportation. 

The people who are scheduled to testify at the 
hearings are experts in their respective fields. 
They have a clear idea of how this Senate commit- 
tee can be utilized to encourage economic growth 
and development and, most importantly, create

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jobs. ~, 

The first field hearing, Educational Training in 
Emerging Business Technology, will be held Oc- 
tober 5th, 1993 at Springfield Technical Communi- 
ty College in Springfield. Its focus will include 
testimony from Massachusetts state college and 


. university administrators, to assert what kind of 


educational and vocational training is needed to 
prepare our youth for a changing workforce. 

The Telecommunications hearing will listen to, 
among other things, the advances made in mass 
communications and products that enhance job 
performance. The hearing on Transportation will 
host inventors of MAGLEV (Magnetic levitation) 
and high-speed rail technology, transportation 
development specialists, and urban planners who 
will discuss the feasibility of progressive high- 
speed rail travel in Massachusetts (including the 
proposed Springfield to Boston and Springfield to 
New York route). 

The purpose is simple: how this new committee 
on Science and Technology can best facilitate 
this necessary growth and technological evolu- 
tion. The aim of the committee is to work to 
develop a mutual network of support, driven by a 
common vision of excellence. 


Beyond these new challenges, are the impor- 
tant ongoing issues for economic development in 
our area. One such topic which | initiated that was 
so prevalent and controversial during this year’s 
budget deliberations is the subject of expanded 
legalized gambling. 

At this stage, the idea is still in its exploratory 
stages as to whether it should be a dedicated 
revenue stream. | believe that dockside “River- 
boat Gambling” has the best potential for a stable 
source of revenue during a tough economic 
climate. Specifically, | feel that the Connecticut 
River must be one of the locations to pilot any 
such Riverboat gambling initiative. 

The reasons are simple: to put Western Massa- 
chusetts on the map. This proposal would draw 
not only in-state but out-of-state visitors, and 
stimulate the local economy in our area. 

This is primarily the position | take: that River- 
boat Gambling can be the catalyst jump-start for 
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real economic recovery. It will bring in DuSINESS, 
provide jobs and lead to other riverfront 
developments in the communities ali along the 
Connecticut River in the four western counties. 

However, it should not be approached as a 
long-term solution to the state’s financial woes, 
or as a panacea for our region’s economy without 
other longer term economic initiatives. my 

According to recent studies, a “conservative 
estimate is that a riverboat casino could create a 
$70 million annual economical benefit for the 
region. It would create over 3,000 jobs directly and 
indirectly, and could reduce unemployment in 
western Massachusetts from 8.9 to 7.6 percent. It 
could generate $13 million in tax revenue for the 
city and $11 million for the state. : 

The Greater Springfield area would see an addi- 
tional 549,000 annual visitors, which translates In- 
to a real boon to our region and to the Com- 
monwealth. We are losing money to Ledyard, Con- 
necticut, and elsewhere. We cannot continue to 
survive with this kind of financial erosion from our 
region. Kee 

And, of course, we will be filing new legislation. 
On Thursday, September 23rd, 1993, | met with 
constituents in my District Office and later at Spr- 
ingfield Technical Community College to listen to 
their ideas for new legislation. This, in turn, gave 
my constituents the opportunity to bring forth 
ideas for legislation for the upcoming year. 

Each year | provide this opportunity for all of my 
constituents to be directly involved in government 
and promote what they believe to be good public 
policy. Throughout my tenure in the State Senate, 
there have been countless examples of legisla- 
tion that | filed as a result of constituent in- 
itiatives, many of which are now the laws of the 
Commonwealth. It is another reminder that 
today’s observation could well be tomorrow’s 
legislation. 

This time of year is always one of lengthy and 
intense discussion, hard work, and great anticipa- 
tion. My staff and | have rolled up our sleeves to 
tackle the new challenges that lie before us, and 
we look forward to a season of excitement and ac- 
complishment.

Many citizens of Agawam and Feeding Hills will 
remember the issue of a Feeding Hills family be- 
ing overcharged on property taxes. | am Janet 
Lalli, and my husband and! are owners of that 
property. For the past six months, | have read 
numerous articles on this issue from other con- 
cerned citizens. 

Now, | feel that | must personally voice the 
situation that | have dealt with first hand. The peo- 
ple of Agawam should know of my dealings with 
Mayor Johnson and the City Council. 

We were wrongly billed for six acres of town 
owned lands..This land borders our % acre lot. 
During the revaluation, this land was erroneously 
included on our tax bill. This had gone on for six 
years. | did not catch the error until April of 1992. 
(Keep in mind that in the late’80s, property values 
and taxes were at an all time high, and no one ex- 
pected their taxes not to increase.) 

The assessor’s office claimed that | could not 
file an abatement, because this was the second 
portion of my bill. They assured me that the error 
would be corrected on the next bill. Guess what? 
The next bill came and we were still being charg- 
ed for the six acres of town owned land! The 
assessor’s Office told me to pay the bill and file an 
abatement! 

Hey! Wait a minute! What about the last six 
years of overcharges? The town had six months to 
fix the error and did not do it. | was told that | 
could not get any of our money back. It just can’t 
be done! 

At this time, | tried to see Mayor Johnson. He 
did not return my repeated phone calls and it took 
over a week of persistent effort to finally arrangea 
meeting. 

Mayor Johnson sat in his chair and repeatedly 
told me that We could not receive back any of the 
six years worth of overpayment. He contended 
that the whole thing was MY fault for not catching 
the error. When | became angry over the manner in 
which we were being treated, he said that he sym- 
pathized with me, but that there was nothing that 
could be done to get any of the money returned, 
and that was just the way it was! | became quite 
indignant, telling him that | did not want his sym- 
pathy, | wanted our money. 

It seems that after he realized that | was not go- 
ing to just go away and give up, that when pressed 
hard, he changed his mind. He decided to tell me 
of a state law which said that | can get the 
previous two years of tax overpayment returned. 
He even had the exact amount rightin front of him 
all this time! What a shame that he could not have 
simply been honest with me from the start, in- 
stead of seeing if | would believe his previous 
denials! 

Even then, Mayor Johnson was not totally for- 
thcoming. He then insisted that there was ab- 
solutely no other avenue by which we could 
recoup the rest of the overpayment. Since Mayor 
Johnson is supposed to be an attorney, | 
mistakenly believed him. 

Two months later, an article in the newspaper 
told of a Springfield couple with the same pro- 
blem as we had. According to the article, all they 
had to do was go before the City Council and ask 
them to vote to let the State Dept. of Revenue and 
the State Legislature decide the issue about the 
money due them. The Springfield City Council 
voted unanimously in favor of their citizens. 

In my opinion, Mayor Christopher Johnson, first 
being a lawyer and then a Mayor, should have 
been aware of this procedure. He should have 
been honest with me and told me what other 
avenues of appeal were available. Instead, 
MAYOR JOHNSON WAS NOT HONEST, AND IN- 
SISTED THAT NOTHING MORE COULD BE 
DONE! 

After learning about the legislative procedure, | 
contacted City Councilor Joanne Willis. Having 
never met Councilor Willis before, | could not 
have been more impressed! After our telephone 
conversation explaining my situation, she promis- 
ed to see what she could do. The very next day, 
Councilor Willis called me back and had research- 
ed the issue and explained to me about going 
before the Town Council and asking them to let 
this issue go before the State Legislature. It felt 
so good to know that there was someone in our 
government that cared about the average people 
and el problems in dealing with the govern- 
ment. 

| then sent a letter to ALL of the city councilors 
explaining my situation. Only three other coun- 
cilors responded to me! In addition to Joanne 
Willis, they are Councilors Walter Balboni, Lou 
Russo, and Gary Suffritti. 

Remember, these are the people we elected to 
work for US. During the council meeting, the coun- 
cil voted against us seven to four. The four coun- 
cilors voting in favor of a citizen's rights were 
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once again, Councilors Joanne Willis, Walter 
Balboni, Lou Russo, and Gary Suffritti. | thought 
then and believe even stronger now that we have 
four councilors working for the people of 
Agawam, and seven who work for Mayor Johnson! 

| refused to let this matter drop and Councilor 
Willis was extremely helpful in helping me get 
before the City Council tor a public hearing. | 
needed to gather signatures of registered voters 
and submit the petition to the Council. 

The public hearing was a joke. The citizens 
were denied the opportunity to testify during the 
second round of debate. It was obvious that the 
six councilors (one was absent), had probably got- 
ten their marching orders from the Mayor. There 
was no “hearing” going on. The people told the 
Council what their feelings on this issue were and 
the six puppets turned a deaf ear to the people. 

| feel that Councilor Ennis was extremely rude 
and very unprofessional, while resident Dennis 
Perry was speaking. Councilor Ennis proved 
himself to be a complete embarrassment to the 
Council and to the citizens of Agawam as a whole. 

Councilor President James Taylor seemed to 
think that he was in a court of law as the pro- 
secuting attorney. He was arrogant and in- 
timidating to many of the people that spoke in 
favor of my family’s position.

| have never seen such heavy handed arrogance 
from any public official in my life, and hope that 
this will be remembered by the voters come 
November. No one should be subjected to this 
type of arrogant behavior and intimidation by an 
elected public official. When he was challenged 
by Councilor Russo as to what right President 
Taylor had to determine who would testify on 
behalf of MY position, Taylor answered that since 
he was the chairman, he could decide anything he 
wanted. Can yeu imagine such dictatorial ar- 
rogance??? Of all people to decide who would 
testify on MY behalf!!! 

None of our citizens should have to feel this 
pressure from the people we elect to represent us. 
Yes, represent US, NOT THE MAYOR! 

| feel that Mayor Johnson never thought after 
meeting with me that | would ever pursue this 
issue, and once | did, he has somehow managed 
to get seven city councilors to side with him. | can 
only wonder why. 

Mayor Johnson was not honest when | first met 
with him! He should have been honest with me 
when | first walked into his office, and he should

have told me about the remedies that were 
available to me to recoup the rest of the money 
that we overpaid. No person should have to argue 
with an elected official for what rightfully belongs 
to them.

Old Agawam Politics 
Recalled By Gallano 


A Letter To Voters And Town Employees Who 
Were Residents Or Worked For The Town During 
The 1970’s And 1980’s: 


To The Editor: 

Is quite obvious to everyone who lived in 
Agawam during the hectic, heated period of the 
70’s and 80’s that every member of the Agawam 
Town Gouncil had his or her own idea of what the 
solution was to stop the hassle and controversy 
that existed between the council and the ad- 
ministration. 

Who was at fault or held the responsibility for 
the cause and motives of all the dissension that 
has brought Agawam a constant barrage of bad 
publicity every since? The answer to that question 
can be and must still be settled by you, the voters. 

The following two excerpts of news items from 
the newspaper may jog some memories and bring 
some of you voters back to that era of strife, 
accusations, misdeeds, shouting matches, per- 
sonal attacks, and even vengeance by some coun- 
cilors then in office. 

July 17th, 1984 - Agawam Council Fires Caba 

“Eight Town Councilors voted to fire Town 
Manager Edward Caba early today after he 
defended his adminstration’s record at a three- 
hour long public hearing before 400 residents. 

“The council voted 8-7 in favor of a final resolu- 
tion that immediately terminated the 57 year-old 
manager. Council President Donald Rheault also 
called a special meeting for Thursday night to 
confirm the vote, on the advice of Attorney 
William Flanagan of Springfield...” 

“| nominated Caba and told him to keep his 
nose out of politics and do a good job, then you'll 
have a job here for life,” Rheault said. “He didn’t 
do that...” 

“But Councilor Andrew Gallano said, ‘This 
public hearing is a sham. We have driven three 
Managers out of this town and now we've fired 
one. At one time during the hearing more than 
400 residents gave Caba a standing ovation after 
he denied the eight charges brought against him 
by the council...” 

“Also, a petition with 1,400 signatuares was 
presented in support of Caba. About 10 citizens 
spoke in favor of ousting Caba.” (So much for 
public opinion.) 

“Voting to fire Caba were Councilors Donald 
Rheault, Jack Shaughnessy, Paul Trimboli, Neil 
Blatt, Daniel Lacienski, Peter Longo, Edward 
Borgatti, and Thomas Locke...” 

“Voting to keep Caba as manager were Andrew 
Gallano, Dorothy Nelsen, Paul Paleologopoulos, 
Mario Delucchi, Alfred Trehey, Frederick Nardi, 
and Phillip DeForge...” 

July 3rd, 1984 - Picketing Town Workers Want 
Pacts Honored 

“Town employees plan to continue picketing 
Town Council meetings until councilors fund con- 
tracts the union signed with the town administra- 
tion. 

“About 100 employees in seven bargaining 
units picketed the council’s meeting at the library 
Monday to protest its refusal to appropriate funds 
to grant town workers two five percent salary in- 
creases. 

“Employees from unions and bargaining units 
representing the town’s firefighters, police, 
clerks, custodians, nurses, public works 
employees, and department heads carried signs 
in front of the building and booed the policy- 
makers as they arrived for the meeting. 

“At issue is the council’s unwillingness to ap- 
propriate funds for salary increases Town 
Manager Edward Caba negotiated with the seven 
bargaining units.” 

“Council President Donald Rheault said the 
town ‘just doesn’t have the money’ for raise in- 
creases negotiated by suspended Town Manager 
Edward Caba.” 

On August 7th, 1984, Town Council broke an 
eight-month deadlock and voted 8-3 (found the 
“unavailable money”) and approved ap con- 
tracts negotiated with town employees, AFTER it 
repeatedly refused to fund them while Edward 
Caba was town manager. 

How can this candidate bring the council and 
administration to see eye to eye as he contends 
he will do? And at the same time, how can he over- 
come his past record of being the leader of an 
outright arrogant group that has caused, over the 
years, so much adversity and costs for the tax- 
payers because of frivolous court suits? 
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To those employees and voters of Agawam who 
can relate to those days and the above - make 
sure that you vote on Primary and Election Day!

tion Board which stated that at a then recent 
meeting, the Mayor and Jack Stone pleaded for 
the project. 
| then talked with the engineer on the job and 
followed up with a letter to the Governor, which | 
also published in The Agawam Advertiser News. 
Now, after all this time, the Mayor claims in this 
document that none of this ever happened and 
that it was always the state’s plan. But the state’s 
Environmental Impact Study was very skeptical. 
However, after a few days from sending the letter, 
Councilor Louis Russo and | walked in on the 
Mayor and found a copy of my letter on his desk.

On November 2nd, when you go into that voting 
booth, there are several things that you need to 
know to help you make that very important deci- 
sion about who you want to represent you in city 
government. 

All of the candidates come to you with varied 
backgrounds, different motivations for wanting to 
be acouncilor, assorted constituencies, and a list 
of campaign promises that would stretch the 
length of Main Street. You need to make a deci- 
sion based on a knowledge of the candidates, 
your personal instincts, trust and many other very 
valid reasons that lead you to a decision. 

My campaign promises to you are very short 
and precise. | am going to work hard, stay focused 
and treat people and issues with the respect they 
deserve. 

I'd like to share my thoughts with you about 
government and explain my views about critical 
issues that concern us all as citizens of Agawam. 


| think the most sensitive issue in this election 
year is citizenship. You have a right to expect that 
your representatives on the Council will conduct 
themselves in a professional manner without 
malice. 

You have a right to expect that your represen- 
tatives will discuss, evaluate and vote on what is 
best for all of the people. You have a right to ex- 
pect that your representatives will be focused on- 
ly on the needs and business of the community 
and maintain a keen sense of vision for the future. 

We need to renew our commitments to sound 
government: Personal agendas, deterioration of 
orm on the Council floor, block voting and a 
general disregard for each other need to become 
things of the past. We need to share the convic- 
tion that we are there to serve the people. 

Form Of Government: 

Since Agawam changed its form of government 
to Mayor-Council, present and past councils have 
never been willing to let go and understand the 
differences and move in a positive direction. In its 
most basic form, the Mayor directs the executive 
branch of the government. Unlike the Town 
Manager, he or she is elected independent of the 
Council and does not serve at their pleasure. 

The exclusive function of the Council is 
legislative, not administrative. They are not there 
to be a watchdog agency of the executive branch 
of government. There are proper checks and 
balances. We need to let the Mayor administer, 
and the Council needs to stay within their given 
responsibilities as legislators. 

Open Space: 

Each available parcel needs to be evaluated as 
a separate entity based on its worth and potential 
value as a resource to the town. To make a 
general statement that all open space oppor- 
tunities should be purchased is incorrect. 

Let us not forget that there is a severe need to 
maintain, upgrade and generally improve our ex- 
isting assets within the community before they 
become liabilities. 

Economic & Industrial Development: 

The best way to guarantee stability to the 
residential tax rates is to develop a controlled 
growth program for industry. This requires a short- 
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and long-term plan and the development of a 
marketing strategy that demonstrates we are a 
desirable location for the private sector to grow 
their businesses. This will create jobs and 
broaden the tax base. 

Residential Development: 

We always have to be aware of the relationship 
of new housing to the services that need to be pro- 
vided for that population growth. As a member of 
the Board of Health, | have worked with many 
builders in the community. The very reason this 
town has become so attractive as a residential 
community is because of the quality of housing 
being built. 

Yet, to me, we have not utilized the talents and 
experience of these builders as contributing 
members of the community. Their input can 
become a valuable asset to long-range planning. 
Controlled residential development does not 
mean anti-builder. Remember, the builders only 
work within the framework of the zoning laws we 
create. 

Education: ; 

| would like you to consider this. Whenever 
anybody reflects on education, the standard 
quote is, ‘Our children are our greatest asset. ”* Agree- 
ing with that premise, it must follow that our 
educators are our next best asset. We should be 
proud of the way our system is developing and its 
innovative approach to curriculum enhancement. 

However, we have a shared responsibility as 
parents to build the basic foundation for our 
children, and we’re not getting the job done. There 
are too many excuses in our society today. We 
need to get back to basics. There’s no substitute 
for love, caring, discipline and concern in our con- 
temporary structure of the family. Children need 
to come to the formal part of education—school 
—with a sound foundation created at home. 

Having not developed this foundation in the 
home, parents are then asking educators what 
went wrong. Whether we are parents, grand- 
parents, aunts, uncles, single parents or guar- 
dians, we need to give our children of ourselves in 
order that they will have a chance to progress 
within the structure of formal education. 

We need to take the initiative before we 
become the generation that gave our children less 
than we received from our parents. 


In conclusion, if you’re looking for a candidate 
that likes to do business the way it has always 
been done in Agawam, you probably should vote 
for someone else. 

If you think keeping government simple, stay- 
ing focused, working hard and having the courage 
to make tough decisions count, then | would like 
your support on November 2nd.

Preliminary Tax Bills 
To Be Mailed By Town 


Preliminary tax bills for fiscal year 1994 will be 
mailed by October 1st, 1993. This bill will show 
the amount of preliminary tax owed for fiscal year 
1994 (July 1st, 1993 to June 30th, 1994). All 
payments are due by November ist, 1993. 

Massachusetts state law requires taxpayers to 
pay the bill whether it is received or not. 
Therefore, it is important to have your correct 
mailing address on file at the Agawam Town Hall. 
If your tax bill has not been delivered by October 
12th, 1993, please call the Agawam Collector’s Of- 
fice at 786-0400, ext. 220. 

The preliminary tax shown on the bill is 50% of 
the net tax owed on the property for fiscal year 
1993 (July 1st, 1993 to June 30th, 1993). No 
apaleienie or exemptions can be applied to this 

ill. 

The preliminary tax is payable in full on 
November 1st, 1993. If payment is not made by the 
due date, interest at the rate of 14% will be charg- 
ed on the amount of the payment that is unpaid 
and overdue. Interest is computed on overdue 
preliminary tax payments from October ist, 1993 
to the date payment is made. Payments are con- 
sidered made when received by the Collector. Any 
questions on payments should be addressed to 
the Collector's Office. 

No abatement or exemption applications can 
be filed on preliminary tax bills. Abatements or ex- 
emptions can be applied for once the actual tax 
bills are issued in the spring.

IRS Says The Self-Employed Can Again Use 
Health Insurance As Tax Deduction 


Recent legislation reinstated the health in- 
surance deduction for self-employed individuals 
which expired after June 30th, 1992. 

Over 167,000 self-employed Massachusetts 
residents may be able to claim a larger 1992 
deduction for health insurance premiums, which 
may result in refunds. Since most of you have 
already filed you 1992 income tax return, you will 
have to amend that return to claim the deduction. 

To qualify, you must have a net profit from self- 
employment or receive wages from an S corpora- 
tion in which you were a shareholder of at least 
two percent. Also, you must not be eligible for 
coverage by health plans sponsored by your 


employers or, if filing jointly, your spouses’ 
employers. f 

To claim this deduction for the second half of 
1992, you can use the worksheet on page 21 of the 
1992 Form 1040 instructions. Substitute your full- 
year payment total for the half-year figure on the 
first line and 100 percent instead of 50 percent on 
line 5 of the worksheet. 

Taxpayers should refigure their tax and claim 
any refund by filing Form 1040X, Amended U. S. In- 
dividual Income Tax Return. 

Visit your local IRS office to obtain a copy of 
the worksheet or a Form 1040X or call 1-800-TAX- 
FORM (1-800-829-3676).

Rules Of The Road 
For Emergency Vehicles 


The Agawam Fire Department reminds 
motorists that the law requires they pull to the 
right-hand curb to allow emergency vehicles to 
pass. Failure to do so can cause serious ac- 
cidents or delays in arriving at the scene of an 
emergency. 

When you hear sirens or see red lights, pull to 
the right side of the road and stop. If you cannot 
move right, move in any direction that will allow 
the emergency vehicle through. Look first before 
moving. lf there is no place to move, sit tight. 

Following an emergency vehicle may seem ex- 
citing, but, in reality, is dangerous both to the 
emergency personnel and to yourself. Emergency 
vehicles often have to stop suddenly, and so- 
meone following too close could become involved 
in an accident and emergency personnel could be 
injured when attempting to get out of their 
vehicles to respond to the call. Please heed the 
warning posted on the back of most fire engines 
which states that vehicles behind them should be 
at least 50 feet behind them. 

If you are a pedestrian and hear sirens, stay on 
the curb. Do not step into the street, even after the 
emergency vehicle has passed. There may be 
more following at a distance. Keep children close 
to you. They may try to dart out to see the fire 
truck or ambulance.

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Victims Of Abuse Have Avenues 
To Use To Protect Themselves 


by Officer Wayne Macey

The following information on abuse petitions, 
how to obtain them, and what specific informa- 
tion is required was compiled from the text of the 
Massachusetts Criminal Law Reference Hand- 
book. It is intended to make victims of abuse 
aware of the relief available to them through the 
court system and their local police department. 

It is only recently that domestic violence has 
come to be recagnized as a serious social pro- 
blem, and our institutions—including the police 
—are often not equipped to handle it. Chapter 
209A is designed to improve the-quality of police 
response to domestic disturbance calls, par- 
ticularly to those involving spouse abuse. 


Chapter 209A provides assistance to the abus- 
ed by providing access to the courts and making 
available police intervention to prevent further 
abuse. 

A person suffering from abuse from an adult or 
minor family or household member may file a 
complaint in the court requesting protection from 
such abuse, including, but not limited to, the 
following orders: 


A.) ordering the defendant to refrain from abus- 
ing the plaintiff whether the defendant is an adult 
or a minor; 

B.) ordering the defendant to vacate forthwith 
the household. Notwithstanding the provisions of 
section 34B of Chapter 308 (divorce statute), the 
order is for a fixed period not to exceed one year, 
unless extended by the court; 

C.) awarding the plaintiff, in the case of hus- 
pang and wife, temporary custody of a minor 
child; 

D.) ordering the defendant to pay temporary 
support for the plaintiff or any child in the plain- 
tiff’s custody of both, when the defendant has a 
legal obligation to support such a person; 

.) ordering the defendant to pay to the person

abused monetary compensation for losses sut- 
fered as a direct result of such abuse. Compen- 
satory losses shall include, but not be limited to, 
loss of earnings or support, out of pocket losses 
for injuries sustained, medical and moving ex- 
penses, and reasonable attorneys’ fees; : 

F.) ordering the plaintiff's address to be im- 
pounded.

No filing fee shall be charged nor fees for 
copies of orders entered by the court. If the plain- 
tiff demonstrates a substantial likelihood of im- 
mediate danger of abuse, the court may enter 
such temporary orders without notice as it deems 
necessary to protect the plaintiff from abuse and 
shall immediately thereafter notify the defendant 
that the temporary orders have been issued. 
Notice will be made by the appropriate law en- 
forcement agency. 

When the court is closed for business, any 
justice of the superior, probate and family district 
or municipal court departments may grant relief 
to the plaintiff if the plaintiff demonstrates a 
substantial likelihood of immediate danger of 
abuse. 


Abuse prevention petitions have proven to be a 
highly effective tool in the battle against violence 
within the household. Used im the manner in 
which they were intended, they can be the 
weapon of relief sought by so many for so long. 
These petitions should not be used as a mere 
.paper of convenience for those experiencing 
minor marital difficulties. 

On the other hand, an abused spouse: should 
not hesistate to file the proper paperwork in order 
to end his or her suffering as well as that of a child 
within the household. We of the police depart- 
ment are anxious to help and put an end to 
domestic violence.

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Growth Of THE BIG E Has Continued 


Over Nine Decades Of Family Fun

The Eastern States Exposition has grown 
steadily since its inception in 1916 on 175 acres 
just across the Westfield River from Agawam in 
West Springfield. Today finds The Big E involved 
in $6.5 million improvements expected to be 
finished by Fall of 1995. 

_The largest fair in New England and one of the 
biggest in the nation, The Big E emerged from an 
idea of the late Joshua Brooks to provide a 
showcase for New Engiand agriculture. 

Brooks founded The Big E in 1916 and that year 
the 175-acre fairgrounds housed the three-day Na- 
tional Dairy Show. Brooks saw the Exposition as a 
way to demonstrate new production and sponsor 
cooperative buying to decrease farmers’ costs. 
He brought together leaders of business and in- 
dustry to make his vision a reality. 

Several impressive structures were erected in 
1917 and the first six-day Exposition took place 
that October, attended by 138,000 persons. 

First State Building Constructed In 1919 

A replica of the Old State House in Boston was 
constructed in 1919 and became the first of the 
six New England “State Buildings” along the 
Avenue of States. The other five New England 
states also built replicas of their original capital 
buildings and have maintained them. 
= ple Exposition was incorporated on June 26th, 

The Industrial Arts Building, which became the 
Better Living Center, and Storrowton Village, gift 
of the late Mrs. James J. Storrow, were acquired 
in the 1920’s. 

The Exposition has weathered the Great 
Depression, floods, hurricanes, and two world 
wars, growing as new attractions and facilities 
were added. 

The Big E remains as it started, a non-profit, 
self-supporting educational institution to advance 
the agricultural and industrial interest of the Nor- 
theast. It relies on ticket sales and exhibit space

to finance its operation, receiving no government 
subsidies. 

The Exposition’s governing body, a board of 
trustees, is made up of representatives of each of 
the six New England states who are civic, 
business, and agricultural leaders who donate 
time and expertise. 

The Big E, as it has matured, has become more 
entertainment-oriented with two bandstands 
featuring big name entertainers, a circus, an out- 
door student car arena, and horse show competi- 
tions, in addition to arts and crafts. 

Abreast of current interests, this year there was 
a U.S. Space Camp Expo (a NASA affiliated ex- 
hibit). At the same time, there were tours of the 
barns and agriculture area every 20 minutes from 
10:00 a.m. to 6:00 p.m. 

Fair To Increase To 17 Days In 1994 

The Big E became a 10-day fair in 1968 and a 
12-day fair in 1975. Plans are for a 17-day fair, or 
three weekends, in 1994. 

Among its memories are the first Governors’ 
Day in 1920, the great hurricane of 1938, a visit by 
Dwight D. Eisenhower in 1952, and by then Vice 
President Richard Nixon in 1959, and many movie 
stars and celebrities. 

This year, The Big E relocated its Security and 
First Aid Departments to updated facilities. In Ju- 
ly of 1992, a $6.5 million capital improvement plan 
was initiated. The plan is being divided into two 
phases and is expected to be completed in time 
for the 1994 Fair. 

Phase One involves renovation of the area 
behind The Big E Coliseum, including the Midway 
Amusement Ride area, restrooms, and food ser- 
vice areas. 

Phase Two calls for the addition of more than 
86,000 square feet to the agricultural complex. 
Buildings formerly used to house animals will 
become developed for other uses during the Fair 
and year round.

What home improvements really pay off when 
the time comes to sell your home? 

An important question for any home owner con- 

templating moving or remodeling. And the only 
answer IS a somewhat complicated one.

Try to raise the value of your house too high, 
that is, and surrounding properties will pull it 
down.

—Never rearrange the interior of your home ina 
way that reduces the total number of bedrooms to 
less than three. 

—Never add a third bedroom to a two-bathroom 
house unless you don’t care about recouping your 
investment. 

—Swimming pools rarely return what you 
spend to install them. Ditto for sunrooms, enclos- 
ed patios—and finished basements. 

If you decide to do what’s usually the smart 
thing and move rather than improve, it’s often the 
smaller, relatively inexpensive improvements that 
turn out to be most worth doing. 

The cost of replacing a discolored toilet bowl, 
painting, papering, making sure all the windows 
and doors work properly, or getting rid of dead 
trees and shrubs is trivial compared with adding a 
bathroom, but such things can have a big and 
positive impact on prospective buyers. 

A good real estate agent can help you decide 
which expenditures make sense and which don't, 
and can save you a lot of money in the process.

Budgeting: An Opportunity 
To Take Personal Inventory 
The federal budget may be a matter of law, but 
the family budget is just a very good financial 
planning tool. It’s the first step in making your 
money work for you. Only when yeu understand 
your personal financial position, can you move on 
to establishing your financial goals for the future 
and choosing the methods to help reach them. 

Budgeting is simple—or, rather, it should be. If 
recording your monthly spending eats up a lot of 
time, you probably won't do it. And if the budget 
imposes unreasonable restrictions on you or 
other family members, these restrictions will be 
ignored. 

So think of the family budget as a financial 
planning and management tool. The budgeting 
process consists of three steps: figuring out how 
you have been spending your money, deciding 
how you want to spend it, and then monitoring 
your own spending.

The best way to start a budget is to list your 
spending in a typical month.
